Washington,— You’ll have to he 
an early bird, and a lin k y one to 
get certain types of radio tubes. A 
program for more radio tubes for 
the home folks was announced the 
first of the year .Only 4 
million 
were planned 
for

months’ period, however, or about 
half normal repair and replace­ 
ment requirements. 
M ilitary radios are using m il­ 
lions of certain standard types of 
tubes, leaving the homefolks par­ 
ticularly short. W ar Production 
Board radio experts point 
out 
that in some cases home radios 
out of commission for lack of a 
special tube can be rewired to us 
another size that is available. 
Outside of that make-do shift 
there isn’t much that can be done 
W P P doesn’t foresee much expan­ 
sion in plans for home radio tubes 
until m ilitary 
needs 
are 
cut. 
Stocks may improve a little, how­ 
ever, as each quarter's production 
fills up the gaps. But with more 
people at home listening to radios 
and with aging radio sets, plus a

Since that day in August 1908 
when she helped save the

j child from blindness, Miss Linda 
Neville has concentrated on one 
' job. It has m eant work and w’orry, 
self-denial and sacrifice, 
disap­ 
pointm ent and heartaches 
“ I ’ve been 
driven all 
these 
year* to do what I could for those 
u n fortunate 
people 
th reatened 
with blindness," Miss Neville said. 
“ I would have bad no respect for 
myself lf I had done less.” 
At ber spacious home in Lex­ 
ington, a family la n d m ark fur 117 
year*. 
Miss 
Neville usually 
bas 
two or three blind children under 
h er own care. But most of her a p ­ 
plicants are sent to hospitals for 
treatm ent. 
Her own father, a professor of 
Latin at the University of K e n ­ 
tucky. was th re a ten e d wit ii blind­ 
ness during her girlhood. But he 
was saved by p ro m p t and expert 
treatm ent.

How to Learn l*anj?uage* 
As a result. I urged his fath er 
to begin teaching him English im ­ 
mediately, and to let his m o th e r 
continue his instruction In Span­ 
ish. 
In learning two languages sim ­ 
ultaneously. it is w'ise to keep the 
learning processes separate 
and 
to attach them to theii own s h ­ 
unt Ions. 
Thus, the child will begin to 
think in Spanish when conversing 
with his mother, and in English 
when talking to his father. The 
sight of each p are nt will help re­ 
instate the proper situation and 
induce Tony to think in

If both parents used both lan­ 
guages before Tony indiscrimin­ 
ately. he would he more tempted 
to mix them, and evolve a hodge­ 
podge of Spanish and English.
